Not many weeks ago the world was 
edified by the news that the German 
Fuchrer, dropping his role of dicta- 
tor, hand decided to travel to Spain 
for the purpose of making a personal 
attempt to include that country in tho 
Axis, Spain's answer. was: plain 
when Senor Suner, in collaboration 
with Sir Samuel Hoare, the British 
Ambassador, signed a financ'al agrec- 
ment with Britain. This: may not 
signify that Spain has definitely 
turned her back on the Axis but It 
certainly Indicatds that she is not sure 
of Hitler’s final victory in the war 
and therefore prefers to . remain 
neutral for ‘the time being. The 
Bulgarian king at the time of 
Rumanla’s collapse went to see Hitler 
and for a few days observers fenred.
